Horrible Double Murder Near Wabash 
River—Wm. Phooaix Kills His Sweet- 
heart and then Himself.

About seven miles from New Harmony and 
about a half mile from the Wabash River, 
there lives a well-to-do farmer named Kirk 
Bundy. He had a very pretty daughter named 
Izetta Ann Bundy, who was about seventeen 
years of age. In his employ was a young man 
named William Pheonix, wnose parents reside 
inthis city. Phenix did not work on the 
farm, and alihough known to be a wild,disso- 
lute young feilow, was never considered 
vicious. As Miss Bundy was June and 
pretty and Phenix was unmarried, it was but 
natural that be should make love to the young 
lady. This, however, was not looked upon 
wiih favor by the girl’s parents, who, being 
thoroughly posted as to the worthlessness of 
Pbenix, warned their daughter to have noth- 
ing to do with him, which she heeded. This 
so incensed Phanix that he frequently made 
threats saying thut if the girl uid not marry 
him he would never allow ber to marry 
any one else. These threats un- 
fortunately passed unnoticed by both the 
young girl and her parents, and he still con- 
tinued to work on the farm. A few weeks 
ago he became so offensive toward the girl in 
bis demands for her hand in marriage that 
she reported the matter to her father and he 
finally concluded to discharge him, and ac- 
cordingly settled with him Sunday morning, 
suying that he would have no further use for 
him after this week. Phounix appeared some- 
what surprised, but said nothing. He re- 
mained iu the house (Bundy’s) ali day sun- 
day until about 5 o’clock in the evening, when 
he came into à room where Mr. and Mrs. 
Bundy were and said he would go out in the 
woods andtry and kill a squirrel for Mr. Mar- 
shall Alexander, a school-teacher boarding at 
Mrs. Bunay’s, who was very sick. He took 
down alarge target-gun belonging to Mr. 
Bundy and asked Mrs. Bundy if her husband 
would object to bis taking it. She asked zer 
hueband, who remarked that Poonix had 
better take the squirrel rifle. To this Pau- 
nix replied that he could not shoot well with 
the small gun—tbat the large one was his fa- 
vorite? Mr. Bundy,enot being particular, 
told him that if he preferred the large guu 
be could bave it, and accordingly Powaix 
shouldered the gun and soon disappeared 
around the bend in the road. 

A sbort time after he left, Miss Bundy left 
the house to visit her grandfather. who lives 
about half a mile south vf her father’s on tue 
Wabash River. She had not been gone long 
when her parents heard the report of a gun, 
and Mrs. Bundy inquired of her husband if 
that was not his gun. He replied that he 
thought not, but, another report follow- 
ing soon after, he said he believed it was his 
gun. As Phaonix bad borrowed it to shoot 
squirrels, however, nothing was thought of 
the firing. 

No further shooting was heard, and, as the 
sun went down and Miss Bundy had not re- 
turned, her parents grew a little uneasy about 
her, Mr. Bundyeven going down the roadto 
meet her. He had not gone very far when he 
concluded that she was going to spend the 
night at her grandfather’s, which she fre- 
quently did, and soretraced his footsteps, 
little dreaming that he had gone to within 
seventy-five yards of where his daughter lay 
still in deatb. 

As the night advanced and Phenix did not. 
return, it was concluded that he had gone off 
on a drunk, and would not be at home at all 
that night. 

Early yesterday morning as a farmer living 
near Bundy’s was driving along the road lead- 
iug to the Wabash, he noticed a man and wo- 
man lying in the road, and a gun lying near 
them. As the team aboproached them, one of 
tbe mules shied and he drove to the opposite 
side of the road, beicg afraid to approach the 
couple forfearthey mightshoot him. He 
supposed the woman to be a prostitute living 
in the neighborhood, andthe man some one 
with whom she had been carousing. He eall- 
ed to them, but, receiving no answer, drove on 
and related the facts to some neighbors, who 
also thought nothing of it. One of them, meet- 
ing Mrs. Bundy, told her, when a vague fear 
as to the real cause of her daughter’s absence 
took possession ofher. Sheran tothe spot 
indicated by the farmer, where she meta 
sight that caused her, after giving utterance to 
one heartrending sbriek, to faint dead away. 
Lying on her face, cold and still in death, was 
her daughter, and near her her murderer, 
lying on his back, his mouth and eyes wide 
oper, also stillin death. Lying across Miss 
Bundy’s neck was the target gun Phenix had 
borrowed, and between them the ramrod. 

The spectators of tnis terrible sight were 
rendered almost powerless at the work of the 
fiend before them, but soon recovered and re- 
moved the body of the girl to the home she 
bad left a short while before in the full enjoy- 
ment of health and youth. 

The body of the murderer was pulled out of 
the road into the wood near by, and the people 
set about discovering how the tragedy occur- 
red. It seems that when Phenix borrowed 
the gun, Mr. Bundy noticed that he was a lit- 
tle nervous and dejected-looking, but did not 
ask him any questious. When he got the gun 
he walked down the road a considerable dis- 
tance until he reached a large stump sur- 
rounded by a thick cluster of bushes, each 
side of the road being bounded by a dense 
wood. Here it appears he awaited the ap- 

roach of Miss Bundy, whom he saw 

ehind him on the road 
leaving the house. He placed 
one knee onthe ground, and, steadving the 
gun on the stump, waited until she was with - 
in about seventy-five feet of nim, when he 
pulled the trigger. The ball struck the third 
button of her dress, striking the lower part 
ofthe breast bone, continued through the 
body, and, cutting the spinal column in two, 
lodged just beneath the skin. As soon as the 
dall struck her she fell forward on her face, ia 
the pee she was in when found. That he 
hid behind the stumpis known from the fact 

that a cap was found them, and also the im-

It is supposed that, after shooting his vic - 
tim, Phonix approacheckher, and, after re- 
loading the gun, placed the muzzle against 
his breast directiy over the heart and, seizing 
the ramrod, pushed the trigger down. The 
ball penetrated the heart and he fell backward, 
the gun falling across the girl’s neck and the 
ramrod between them. 


GEN. HANCOCK AT GETTYSBURG. 


The Story of the Surgeon Who Dressed 
His Wound in the Third Day’s 
Fight. 

From the New York Sun. 


Dr. Alexander N. Dougherty, of Newark, 
was Medical Director of the Second Corps 
when it was commanded by Gen. Hancock: 
He isa Republican, and was Postmaster of 
Newark under Grant’s first administration. 
He will, however, vote for Hancock. He said 
yesterday: ‘‘When Gen. Hancock succeeded 
Gen. Couch as commander of the old Second 
Corps, I became his Medical Director. At 
the battle of Gettysburg he commanded 
the Firat Second and Third 
Corps, one-half of the army. In the 
third day’s fight at Gettysburg be was wound: 
ed, and I was sent for. I found him lying on 
the hill slope, under a tree, and facing the en- 
emy. There was a deep, wide eo in his leg, 
near the groin. In the wound were wood 
splinters and a tenpenny nail. Gen. Hancock 


was anxious to know what the rebels were

„As he lay in the hospital i pain, I, 
at his dictation, 2 his firs dispatch to 
Gen. Meade announcing the victory won at 
Gettysburg, adding to the dispatch that the 
defeat would be turned into a rout.

titled with Meade to the honor of the ry 
at Gettysburg, and Meade would say 80 if he 
were alive.

He argued that the army should stay where it 
was, and he said that the army of the Potomac 
had made its last retreat, and should fight or 
die on the line where the battle was begun. 
Gen. M finally coincided with: Hancock, 
and the result was that that great victory crip- 
pled thé rebels so that they never recovered 
from it. Hancock will be the next President. 
Several of my Republican friends ‘have as- 
sured me they will vote for him. We don’t

AN AUDIENCE WITH THE POPE. 


A Party of Gentlemen from Baltimore 
Visit the Holy Father — Gifts for 
American Churches.

A special correspondent of the Baltimore 
Gazette, writing from Rome under date of the 
10th inst., says: On Monday last we were 
accorded a special interview with His Holi- 
ness, Pope Leo. We were disappointed in 
not meeting with Archbishop Gibbons, of the 
archdiocese of Baltimore, who, with Fathers 
Foley, McManus and Curtis, had left the 
Eternal City several days before. We were, 
in a measure, compensated by the kind- 


ly introduction of Mgr. Hostlot. 
of the American College, who procured 
for us the privilege of a per-onal 


interview withthe Holy Father. On arriving 
at the Vatican we were shown into a gallery 
atthe end of which there was a crimson cur- 
tain. This curtain was moved aside and the 
Holy Father appeared before us, clad in pure 
white robes and crimson slippers covered 
with gold. His hat was also of crimson orna- 
mented with gold embroidery. He seemed to 
us to be a vigorous old man: with a dignified 
mien and a friendly and kindly countenance. 
He came toward us as we knelt before him, 
and Mgr. Macchi acted asinterpreter. He told 
the Pope that we were from America, and de- 
sired bis blessing. He gave us his ring to kiss, 
then, placing his hands upon our heads, be- 
stowed the Papal benediction upon us ani our 
families. He blessed an ostensorium which 
he directed us topresert to Father Andreis 
for the new Italian Church to be erected in 
Baltimcre, with his special blessing upon the 
pastor, the church and its friends and people. 
He also directed us to convey te Father Didier 
and the people of St. Vincent’s Church, Bal- 
timore, his special blessing. The Holy Father 
passed onto see others, but three times re- 
turned to us and bestowed the benediction. 
He was very kind, geutie, and paternal in his 
bearing toward us and sent his Chancellor at 
the close of the interview to say that he wish- 
ed to see us again before we left, but on our 
enswering that we expected toleave Rome in 
anotber.day be came in person and bade us a 
final adieu. The only thing approaching the 
kissing of the Pope’s toe, of which we had 
read so much, was the extension of his ring 
for us to salute as the symbol of his authority 
over us as children of toe Church.

The steel works of the Lackawanna Iron 
and Coal Company at Scranton nave the repu- 
tation of being well managed,and as free 
from accident as any similar establishment in 
the United States, but for all that the mill is 
not free from superstitions. While visiting 
the works a few evenings ago, and watching 
the glow of the gleaming steel as it passe 
through the various processes from the river 
of fire flowing into the converters to the 
white, snake-like bar that ran, a finished rail, 
under the saw, an incident occurred which at 
once startled and amused me. A group of 
perspiring workmen, with weapons of various 
kinds in their hanas, and their faces wearing 
an expression of awe, rushed past me, ex- 
claiming:

Yesterday morning Mr. Robert Reed, of 
the Free Excursion Society, went down to 
Avondale, in company with several fami- 
lies of East Baltimore, to enjoy a day at that 
retreat. While there George Bowen,a man 
employed on the farm of Mr. John J. X. 
Holloway, adjoining the excursion grounds, 
disembarked from a small row boat and, 
rupning excitedly upto the house, cried, 
„We bave found the lost boy. little Wag- 
ner!“ On going downto the boat the gen- 
tleman found the little fellow in it in an 
exbausted condition and covered with mud. 
Mr. Bowen stated that while looking after his 
horses near a large swamp on Solier’s Point, 
be heard a strange noise as of some one 
calling, and feeling alarmed he went back 
home after his shot-gun. While on his return 
‘to the swamp he asked a neighbor to 
accompany bim. They~ went down to the 
swamp together, and after searching around 
in the long grass for a while, following the 
sound of the supposed voice, they suddenly 
came upon the head and shoulders of a little 
boy just vieidle above the surface of the 
water. After the first surprise they at once 
set to work to rescue the Jad. When the 
took bold of him to pull him out of the soft 
mud he cried out that it hurt him, and it was 
necessary for them to dig around the body be- 
fore they could remove him. Owing to the 
tide then rieing the unfortunate boy could not 
have remained there much longer alive. Im- 
mediately upon the discovery of the boy 
Bowen and his companions came to the con- 
clusion that the stranger was lit- 
tle Christian A. Wagner, and putting bim into 
their boat they rowed around with him a dis- 
tance of two miles, to Avondale. Upon their 
arrival Dr..J. M. Cockrill rendered prompt 
medical assistance. The child was stripped 
and washed, his limbs being encased in mud 
so stiff that he could not move them until he 
he had deen rubbed and chafed for fully an 
hour. His face, neck and back were terribly 
bitten by insects, and it was not until they 
were picked off that the blood flowed freely. 
Dr. Cockrill bad slight nourishment given to 
the patint, who, tothe surprise of every one, 
showed no great longing for food. The soles 
of bis feet were hard and craeked, giving in- 
dications of havimg been immersed for some 
time. 

After his bath the boy fell asleep and was 
allowed to slumber half an hour at atime, 
when be was awakened and again given nour- 
ishment of milk and brandy. During the day 
Mr. Reed walked over to the place where the 
boy was found. Hestatesthatit was distant 
about two miles from Avondale in the direc- 
tion of Baltimore. Onthe edgeof the marsh 
he found a space some feet square, where the 
long grass was trodden down, and here he 
surmises the boy slept either Monday or Tues- 
day night. From this place is the track made 
by the boy as he wandered deeper and deeper 
into the marsh, until he got too far to return. 
As soon as the boy was identified Mr. Le 
Brun, the keeper of Avondale, was dis- 
patched to thecity to inform the parents 
of the happy discovery. Upon re- 
ceiving the news the latter became almost 
wild with joy, and the father and two grand- 
fathers, together with a dozen friends of Mr. 
Wagner, started downin carriages to the 
scene. As soon as Dr. Cockrill thought it ad - 
visable the boy was remeved to the city ona 
mattress, and, to avoid the excited crowd 
that besieged Mr. Wagner’s door, he was 
taken to bis grandfather’s, Mr. Francis Beid- 
er, 89 North Wolfe street. Dr. Cockrill says 
the child is very ill and the only chance of 
saving his life is to keep him perfectly quiet. 
Numerous surmises are put forth as to how 
the boy has sustained life since he so mysteri- 
ously disappeared. The doctor will not allow 
him tobe questioned and no one can clear the 
mystery of his whereaboute. Upon question 
ing him he told his parents that he had been 
at a house where they fed him on fish, pota- 
toes and blackberries, and that because he 
wanted to go home a man pushed him in the 
hole. The indications are that the boy had 
only been in the marsh from early yesterday 
morning, or at most from Tuesday night. 
Some think he wandered away toa house, 
where he was cared for, from which place he 
again departed in search of his mother and 
gotlost. This is rendered probable by the 
factthat the child could not have survived 
for six days in the place where he was found, 
as the water all around him was very salt. 
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THE COFFEE TRADE. 


The Lowest Pointof Depression Reach- 
ed—The Present Outlook More Favor- 
able. 

From the Boston Advertiser. 


The coffee market is gradually working out 
of the depression caused by excessive impor- 
tations last year, under the stimulus of high 
and advanciog prices, Thisbranch of the 
trade, controlling a commodity of large and 
universal consumption, was among the first to 
feel the effect of the general business revival 
in this country, and prices promptly respond- 
ed, not only to the largely increasing de- 
mand for popular consumption, but also 
to the financial causes which led toa general 
inflation of values. Added to these home 
influences Was an enhanced cost of the articie 
abroad, due to the unusually large orders 
sent out by American merehants and a short 
crop in Brazil, whence about eleven-twelfths 
of the whole * consumed in this country 
is drawn. The razilian crop last year 
amounted to only two and a half million bags, 


while that for the year previous. was 
nearly double, or upward of four 
million bags. This short crop was 
heavily discounted by importers and dealers 


last year, leading to large speculative trans- 
actions in New York, and contracts for large 
quantities were made ona higher basis than 
the regular markets ever reached. Of course 
these Ill - advised speculations, which added to 
the excitement and to the profits of legitimate 
dealers for the time being, proved ruinous to 
those who were caught with heavy, high- 
priced stocks when the reaction set in. 

But the boom in the coffee market cul- 
minated last December, when cargo prices for 
Rio had reached sixteen und one-half cents, 
and for. Java twenty-five cents per pound. 
Since then, with large stocks in the hands of 
importers and dealers pressing on the market, 


the tendency has been steadily downward, 
leading to a lack of confidence on 1 — — 
eman 


buyers, and a merely hand-to-mout 
from the trade. oreover, this is the dull 
season in the grocery trade, and the depres 
sion resulting from the above mentioned 
causes is thus intensified. Nevertheless, it 
seems probable that the bottom prices have 
been touched, and that, as stocks are now be- 
ing reduced, a more Renny and stronger po- 
sition of the ot ay will soon be reached. Prices 
have not only fallen to a point which 
has checked i rtations, but the old 
crop of Brazil at shipping ports is nearly ex- 
bausted, and there is very littie more to come 
forward until September, when the new crop, 
of which the prospects are now favorable,will 
begin to move freely. But this will come to 
a very bare market, and consequently must 
open at rather high prices.

Hancock’s ‘Boyhood. 
From the Philadelphia Times. | 
R. E. Chain, a chum of Gen. Hancock in his 
boyhood, says: 
I have known him for over forty years. and 
boy and man am glad to claim bim asa friend. 


In 1828 he came m Montgomery township, 
near Montgomeryville, about ten miles frum 
here, to this town, with his father and mother 


and twin brother, Hilary. He was then about 
four years old. The family went to live in a 
two-story stone house, still standing, but very 
dilapidated. This house at that time} was 
one mile west of town, on the old Ridge pike. 
It is now in the city limits, near the cemetery. 
He first went to school to Eliphalet Roberts, 
in the academy, which then stood where the 
present market house stands. From my 
earliest acquaintance with him we boys ac- 
knowledged bim asa kind of a leader. He 
viet but firm in all he undertook. I re- 


was 
member that his tastes earlier 
ran in soldier direction. He used 
to get us boys back of the academy, 


and,improvising cocked hats of paper and guns 
and swords of sticks, put us trough all man- 
ner of maneuvers, that to our boyish ideas 
were the acme of military perfection. At that 
time Benjamin F. Hancock, his father, was in 

oor circumstances, and it was a struggle for 

‘mto gain sustenance for his family. As 
business improved in his profession as a law- 
ver, he moved into town and occupied a 
three- ste ry brick house on Swede street close 
to Lafare:te street, baving his office fm a 
small prick building adjoining. Winfield and 
his brother, Hilary, at that time looked so 
much alike that it was hard to distinguish one 
from the other across the street. His father 
and mother were Baptists the strictest 
school and kept their cbildren\in their earlier 


vears under the most rigid ral training. 
The consequence was at up to 
the time Winfield went to West 
Point through the apps of the Hon. 


Joseph Fornance, who then represented this 
district in Congress, he bad no vices. He 
was then in his seventeenth year, was tall for 
his ages but very slender. He never forgot 
his old friends, and ufter he had graduated he 
would visit them at timis, never assuming any 
superiority, but on the footing established in 
the bo hood days. His life after leaving West 
Point has become historical and needs no re- 
petition from me. With regard to his religi- 
ous predilections, he is not connected with 
any denomination. While the General was 
quite young his father and mother connected 
themselves with the Baptists in this town, and 
the General, then a small boy, attended the 
Sunday-school of that church, his father be- 
ing the superintendent.

Judge Woerner Holds that the Bench 
Will Not Be Vacant This Year, 


- 
— 


And Claims that His Commission is Good Un- 
til the Election in 1882. 


The question as to whether or not there 
would be a vacancy in the Probate Court to 


be filled at the November election 
has just been sprung. The lo- 
cal politicians and slate-makers 


have never experienced any doubt upon the 
point, and the relative strength of Judge 
Woerner, Mr. A. R. Taylor and Mr. McClei- 
lan bas been freely discussed. 
A reporter hearing of the point made by 
Judge Woerner’s friends called on that gen- 
tleman to-day and asked bim, bluntly: 
„Will there be a vacancy on the bench of 
the Probate Court*this fall, Juige?’’ 
„No,“ said he, categorically, “there will 
not. Come into my room and I will show you 
the statutes. Not alone will there be no va- 
cancy this fall, but there will be none for two 
years to come—till January, 1883.“ 

‘*That is not the general opinion, is it?“ 


It is the law. You know 
the Probate Court is the crea- 
ture of a special statute, and 
under that statute I was elected in 1876 to 
serve a term of six years, 
or till the end of 183. My 
commission is so dated. In 1877 the 


Legislature passed a general probate act, 
which abolished the special legislation, and 
the court operated under the general law, 
one of the provisions of which 
was that the judge should be elected for four 
years. A special clause, however, provided 
thatthis sheuld not interfere with judges 
then acting. In 1879 the clause was re-enact- 
ed, continuing all the officers and making the 
same proviston as before, with the special 
proviso that related to Probate 
Judges who have jurisdiction over part 
only of a county. In every county where the 
Judge’s term expires on Jan. Ist, 1881, Judge 
was to be elected for a two-year term, expir- 
ing January 1, 1885, after which the office 
was to be four years long. 

„The dominant idea is that Judges shall not 
be disturbed, and this election 18 
evidently only ordered to fill vacancies. 
My term does not expire on Jan. 1, 1881, but 
continues right on to the time specified when 
the four-year ruleis to take effect. The 
rational construction is plainly in 
my favor, even if there were not a clause in 
this very act which provides that nothing 
shall be construed to interfere with the com- 
missioned terms of sitting judges.’’ 

„What will be the result of this!“ 

Ho do you mean?“ 

‘‘Supposing some of the gentlemen who 
are named for this office conclude to contest 
your construction of the law?’’ 

„Woll, they must first get themselves elect- 
ed, and then oust me by quo warranto.’’ 

**You don’t mean to run yourself then?“ 

„ don’t mean to ask for an office which I 


already hold, but if the conven- 
tion, as 4 means of elud- 
ing this legal difficulty, names 
me for the office, of course 1 will 
not object. I don’t think it wouid 


be proper for me to ask the convention 
toteke this course and sol shall simply 
wait.” 

„Are you certain that a writ of ‘quo war- 
ranto’ wouldjnot be good against you?“ 

“My dear sir, only that which has hap- 
pened is certain. Under the circumstances, I 
am as perfectly satisfied as a person can be of 
anything in the future that such a writ would 
bei of no account.”

Yesterday proceedings were com- 
menced by ber attorney, E. F. Bull, and an 
affidavit filed, in which the com- 

jainant avers that spe was born in 

ttawa and that she had always borne a 
gvod and irreproachable character until the 
occurrence of the unfortunate affair herein 
described. She then alleges that she had been 
suffering from womb disease and had been 
treated. She grew fleshy, to her great sur- 
prise, but che was innocent of the cause and 
made no effort to conceal the fact. She even 
spoke to her friends at Bloomington concern- 
ing it, and alluded tothe fact at the dress- 
maker’s. She called upon Dr. Hathaway, of 
Ottawa, who told her she bad fibrous tu- 
mor.

Dr. Byford then told her she had a tu- 
mor, but he afterward told a physician at 
Ottawa that she was enceinte, and averred the 
reason that he did not finally tell her so was 
that bd did not wish to hurt her feelings. She 
came home and was not aware of her condi- 
— — a few days before the birth of the 
edi 

She then proceeds to relate the fact that Dr. 
Campfleld, of Ottawa, was the family physi- 
cian of her grandfather. That be was kind, 
gentlemanly, ana considerate, and that when 
sbe was suffering from a troubleof the womb, 
having bad confidence in him, she called him 


eeveral times, and, as he said it was perfectly 
proper for him to treat ber in his consulting 
room, she called at different times at his office. 
The last four visits he made there he gave her 
what he claimed was wine. It was at these 
times tbat she thinks she became un- 
eonscious, and the doctor took ad- 
vantage of her and caused her after- 
ward delicate cendition. She was not 
aware at these times when the wine had been 
administered to her that she had been uncon- 
scious, but she had been informed by reputa- 
ble phjsicians and believed that if persons 
become unconscious from the admunistra- 
tion of anesthetics and drugs they are not 
aware of the fact when they become conscious. 
At these times wben she took what purported 
to be wine she remembered that she was 
1 prostrated, and when she left the of-

The Lutherans Parade En Masse—Fes- 
tivities at the Fair Grounds. 


The members of the eleven German Evan- 
gelical Lutheran churches of St. Louis are 
to-day celebrating at the Fair Grounds the 
350th annual jubilee of the issuance of 
the Augsburg Oonfession and the th 
anniversary of the ecceptance of the Concor- 
dat, the two events in the history of this great 
secession from the Mother Church of Rome, 
which in their day were brave, audacious 


religious revolutions, and which rank 
with the English Reformation, or 
John Wesley’s great inauguration 


of Methodism, in their importance in ecclesi- 
astical annals. Yesterday the various con- 
gregations assembled at their places of wor- 
ship and listened to sermons appropriate to 
the great anniversaries, and paid through the 
forms of their faith due reverence to the 
sacred associations that linger about the day. 
To-day, under the beautiful trees at the Fair 
Grounds, (or perbaps under the shelter of the 
amphitheater and exhibition sheds, for the 
weather at the time of writing is very threat- 


ening) ten thousand men who have 
grown in the church, women who have reured 
families tothe faith, men and women, the 
bone and sinew of this simple, earnest church, 
young men and bleoming maidens who are 
its pride, and children who are its promise 
and joy, are celebrating 
WITH SONG AND WITH LAUGHTER, 

with set orations and fervent prayer, with 
light and harmless amusement, the anniver- 
sary which to them is only second 
in its sacredness to that of 
the birth of the of 
Man. Of the festival more anon. 
It was immediately preceded by a procession 
of the Lutherans of St. Louis and vicinity, 
which for brilliancy of display, numbers aud 
length surpassed anything in the way ofa 
purely religious demonstration that has ever 
occurred in St. Louis, not excepiing the great 
ubilee in honor of the late Pope Pio — 

he procession of the morning was exactly 
two hours passing the corner of Fourth and 
Washington avenue. Soulard Market space, 
in the soutbern part of the city, was the 
rendezvous,and § o’clock the announced hour 
of starting.

Investigation of Saturday’s 
Terrible Collision. 


A Coroner’s Jury in Session at East 


St. Louis.

Testimony of Trainmen and Operators 
Condition of the Injured Men. 


Shortly after noon last Saturday a collision, 
attended with loss of life, occurred at Hunt- 
ter’s Switeb, a station about six miles east cf 
East St. Louie, on the Vandalia Railroad. A 
wrecking train consisting of three flat cars, a 
caboose and engiae No. 41, of which 
Chas. Busse and Chas. Cope were engineer 
and fireman, pulled out from East St. Louis 
for the purpose of clearing away a wreck of 
the previous day at Coufidence, a station thir- 
teen miles cast of East St. Louis, and at Hunt - 
er's Station collided with No. 12, a west- 
bound freight train of twenty-one cars drawn

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What an Eye-Witness Saw in the 
Indian Territory. 


‘*Tan Derby’’—a 
FAMOUS. 


The Gentle Savages Civilizing Them- 
selves Up to Industry and Self-Help. 


Two gentlemen fromthe Indian Territory, 
Dr. L. L. McCabe and Mr. D. P. Brown, were 
met by a Post-DISPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing, in company with Dr. Ben. Whitmore, 
and in the course ofa short conversation the 
scribe learned that Dr. McCabe was surgeon 
in charge of the Kiowa, Comanche, and 
Wichita Reservation, and Mr. Brown clerk 
at the agency at Anadarko, which is the cen- 
tral point of the reservation. The Doctor is 
the medical adviser of some five thousand 
Indians scattered over 135 miles square of 
territory, and his hands are full. During one 
month Jast winter he had nine hundred 


patients, and his opportunities for observing 
the home life of the gentle savage have been 
excellent. The tribes in his reservation are 
the Kiowas, Comanches, Wichitas, and their 
affiliated tribes, the Delawares, Caddos, 
Keechis and Towacnas. There are some 
Apaches also in the district. 

Ho do your charges like the Oklahoma 
idea?’ queried the reporter. 

„bey do not keit at all, and, I think, 
would give trouble. In fact, the civilized 
Ind ans are the only ones wao are not violent - 
ly opposed to any Invasion of the Territo- 
ry. 

The civilized Indians?“ 

es, the Choctaws, Cherokees, Chickasaws, 
Cieeks and Muscogees look at the matter dif- 
ferently from the others. I dare say a ma- 
jority of them favorthe scheme. They think 
they eculd holo their own, I suppose.” 

“How many Indians are there in the Terri- 
tory? 

Very nearly a hundred thousand.“ 

In your own reservation you have no civ- 
ilized Indians?” 

Well, the Delawares and the Caddos are 
very nearly so. They have become self- 
supporting, aud the Government will 
stop issuing rations to tbem en July 1, except 
beef, which will be given to them for another 
year.“ 

„How does that strike them?“ 

„Well. it doesn’t seem to strike them at all 
well. For the past week they have 
been holding a dance which corresponds to 
our indignation meeting. They dance on 
every occasion, you know; and they declare 
pe lv sgainst the proposed stoppage of sup- 
plies.’’ 

MEDICINE. 

“To they take kindly to you- munistra- 
tions!“ 

At first they do not. Their medicine men 
fight us, you know, and so we have much to 
contend with. They are grasping the ides, 
however, that our medicine is the best, 
and thev come to us in shoals. Of 
course their do doctoring is all hocus-pocus 
and copjuripg. The usual theory of disease 
adopted by their medical prophets is that an 


evil disposed twig of wood has got 
into the Vital parts, and they 
proceed to suck it out, usually 


over the breast. After a great beating of drums 
and a special dance, the twig is produced and 
the patient pronounced all right.“ 

„Is there anything in the herbs they use?“ 

„Nothing that we have not known fora 
thousand, vears or more.“ 

„Have you many schools?’ 

Two, each with a capacity cf about 150. 
They are very well attended, too, the average 
roll in each is 117. 

LAW AND ORDER. 

‘*Therg is very little law and order, 1 sup- 
pose, in the Nation!“ 

Our code is very simple. No white man 
without a pass is permitted to remain in the 
reselvaiion at all. He is run out at once; and 
those who have passes are sent away as soon 
as it can eibly be done. The Indians hate 
and despise the whites and will have nothing 
to do with tbem.““ 

But there are whites adopted in the 
tribes.’’ 

Very few—and theirs is nota very happy 
life. Tbe Government grants them none of 
the privileges of the Indians,and still they are 
subject to tribal laws.“ 

What are the tribal laws?” 

Al disputes between Indians and all 
crimes wherein only Indians are parties are 
settled by the tribes tuemselves. Horse- 
stealing is the moat serious offense, murder 
the most veniai. When a white man is a par- 
ty the sgent interferes and he is taken to Fort 
Smitb tor trial if the offense is serious; if not 
the agent settles it on the spot.“
